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Soap has several advantages over other plastic materials. It is 
readily available and inexpensive. It does not need special treat- 
ment before use. Although soap is firm enough for carving, it is 
also yielding enough to be worked quickly and easily. And while 
speed in itself is not important, it is encouraging for the beginner 
to see his idea emerging soon and even before he has perfected his 
technique. The bar shape is also an asset to the amateur because 
it inspires bold, simple designs rather than superfluous, fussy 
details. 


Professionals, too, like sculpting in soap. They find it uniquely 
expressive because of its combination of firmness and plasticity. 
Many professionals not only work in soap as a pure art but use it 
in their professions or business as models for jewelry designs, build- 
ings, landscape gardening, medals, and for making printing blocks 
for paper and fabrics. 


Large Twin-Cake Ivory is the best size for carving because it is 
41% inches long, 234 inches wide, 114 inches deep. This size lends 
itself to fairly large models and is easy to handle.

In its many years of expe- 
rience, the National Soap 
Sculpture Committee has 
found the steps pictured and 
described here most helpful 
in working with beginners. 
This is not meant to limit your 
students, and once they are 
familiar with the basic tech- 
nique, you will probably want 
to encourage them to express 
their individual creativity in 
every way, even to the method 
of carving. 


TOOLS. All students need is a bar 

of Large Twin-Cake Ivory Soap, a par- “Ss 
ing knife or penknife with a medium 

size blade that is thin-pointed but 

not sharp, one or two orangewood 

sticks, and a tray or work surface 

to catch the shavings. 


PREPARING THE SO Soap is in 
® condition when ata ralee and 

owed to dry out at least twenty- 
four hours before work begins. The 
lettering and raised edges are then 
scraped off to create a smooth sur- 
face on which the planned design 
can be cut. 


CHOOSING a —— 


A DESIGN. Copying or 
tracing should be discouraged ex- 
cept possibly in the case of young 
children. Subjects are often sug- 
gested by handling the bar and get- 
ting the feel of its shape and smooth- 
ness. Solid-mass subjects are best 
because they are simpler to execute 
and have none of the delicate under- 
cuts or projections that are so easily 
broken off. 


LOC JUT THE DESIGN. A few 
outs in Niger soap oni rough out the 
sketch or idea. Then, the soap should 
be cut clear through from top to bot- 
tom so excess is removed all the way 
around. Care should be taken to cut 
away in small pieces because soap 
tends to break if cut in large chunks. 
In cutting, soap can be placed on a 
hard, flat surface or held as the stu- 
dent continues to define the outline, 
using knife very much as if peeling a 
potato.

ING THE SUBJECT. Preliminary 
Work. complied! the me carving be- 
gins. All the important lines and 
high points (those nearest the sur- 
face) may be outlined. It is best to 
carve from the highest to the next 
highest and so on until all the planes 
and forms, from the highest to the 
lowest, have been cut away. When all 
these have been shaped, details may 
be considered, but this step should 
not be taken until after a careful in- 
spection to see that the planes and 
forms follow the original idea. The 


subject should be turned often so 


that various parts are complete 
gradually, and the form is interesting 
on all sides. No single part, such as 
a head, should be completed before 
all other parts are worked. The whole 
form should be continuously con- 
sidered. 


S. When about finished, rough 
surfaces may be smoothed with the 
knife edge. Added details may be 
marked in with the orangewood stick 
or any sharp instrument. 


Before polishing, the 

Ipture should be allowed to dry 

a day or two. Polishing is done 

with soft tissue. Then the student 

should rub gently with finger tips and 

palm, producing a soft finish and 

bringing out highlights. Careful han- 
dling will avoid breakage. 


iER If a single 
cake is too small to carry out an idea, 
two or more cakes may be used sep- 
arately or joined together. The sides 
of all the cakes should be scraped 
down until all surfaces are smooth 
and level. They should then be placed 
in a shallow pan of water over slow 
heat for a few minutes. Sharpened 
pieces of toothpick should be insert- 
ed to reinforce joint, placed in a way 
that will not interfere with carving. 
The cakes are then pressed together 
and allowed to dry and harden for 
several hours under weight. This op- 
eration should be repeated for each 
cake that is added and time allowed 
for joint hardening each time. Broken 
models can also be mended in this 
way. This ambitious project is not rec- 
ommended for beginners, who work 
best with one cake.
